in London today of a conference be- 
ritain, France and the United States - 
Germany's economic future. 


The main decision’ of the conference was to invite 


the Benélux countries—Belgium, The Nether-~ 
lands and Luxembourg—to join in discussing 


the items of the agen 
terest to them. : 


The third rejection of Russia's’ 
recent note objecting that the 
conference violntes the agree- 
ments with her, came from Brl- 
tain, France and the United 
States had already rejected this. 

In a note handed two the Sovict 
Ambassador in London tonight, 
the British Governmont faid it 
“cannot accept: the validity of 
the Soviet Government's conten- 
titn that the convocation of the 
conference in Londen fs a vipla- 
tion ,of the agreement regarding 
the control machinery In Ger- 
many or of the .Pstsdam Agrec- 
ment.” 

Expressing surprise that the 
Soviet Government “should have 
seen ft to protest against this 
attempt by the other occupying 
powers to sclvo the urgent prob- 
lems facing them §n the arcas 
of ‘Germany for which responal- 
bility was assigned to them by 
renson of the occupation of Ger- 
many", the note added: “The 
British Government’ aro deter. 
mined to toke all practicable 
steps ty nllevinte conditions in 
order that the peaceful recovery 
of Germany and Eurepe may no 
be prejudiced.” : 

Heavy Burden 

The ncte referred to “the op- 
postion which the Soviet Gov- 
ernment _hoye own 
to the working out of a genuine 
econcmic unity’ for Germany 
which, it said, had imposed a 
“heavy burden” on Russta’s 
allies, 

Czechoslovakian, Poland and 
Yugoslavia, in notes. delivered 
both to Britaln and to the United 
States teday, protested that the 
conference wis “nn attempt to 
settle the German question in «x 
manner contrary to the «ost 
vital interests of the European 
nations.” : 

“This attempt would transform 
Germany into a hotbed ef chaos, 
giving rise to new aggression 
and menacing the peaceful de 
velopment of Europe,” they said, 

They demanded “the complete 
implementation" of the Potsdam
